Richard Croker Opposed to Expansion 
if Expansion Means an Alliance 
with England. 


New York, Jan. 27.—[Special.]—* If at any 
time it appeared that expansion meant all- 
ances with England or any other European 
power I would be opposed to expansion,” 
said Richard Croker last night.. 

A reporter read to Mr. Croker an interview 
which had been obtained from him by Mr. 
James W. O’Brien, editor of the Weekly

Croker said:

The court-martial having found that Gen- 
eral Eagan made use of language which 
was unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man, whatever the provocation, found him 
guilty of the principal charge, which, of 
course, covered the second charge, with 
conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline. In fact, the language 
on which the two specifications were based 
is, in part at least, identical, so that con- 
viction on either charge er in- 
volved the other. 


No Immunity for Him. 

General Eagan’s counsel made a plea . 
based on civil practice in favor of immuni- 
ty from prosecution, but, in the first place, 
the President, who convened the court- 
martial by that act, apparently decided the 
immunity he promised did not cover intem- 
perate language, and the court-martial 0 
held. 

It took the court about forty-five minutes 
to decide on the general form of their ver- 
dict. There was no recommendation to 
executive clemency, because that implied 
a rebuke to General Miles, on the theory 
that the provocation was so -gross as to 
render General Edgan’s act a subject for 
merciful consideration. 

In drawing up the orm of the findings the 
court will follow strictly the usual language 
employed by the Judge Advocate General’s. 
handbook. Accompanying the finding will 
be a complete record of the proceedings, 
which will be authenticated by the signa- 
tures of the President and the Judge Advo- 
cate of the court. The finding is largely a 
copy of the essential part of the charges 
and specifications already printed in Taz 
Finding Goes to President. 
The record of the proceedings, with the 


sentence, after being put in proper shape in’ 


the Judge Advocate General's department, 
will be forwarded at once to the Secretary 
of War, by whom it will be laid before 
the President for his approval or orders in 
the case. Wher this is done, provided no 
error has been found in the proceedings, 
the responsibilities of the court-martial will 
be at an end. 

As President McKinley has absolute au- 
thority to remit or mitigate the sentence 
in any way he sees fit, a recommendation 
to mercy is not at all necessary.

This would be at the rate of $1,000,- 
000 a year more than Spain collected an- 
nually during the last twelve years of her 
régime, under a tariff 60 per cent less. These 
figures give an idea of the extent of Spanish 
Official peculation. 

The chiefs of the Cuban army will learn in 
a day or two from the members of the re- 
turning commission of the inyposstbility of 
obtaining from the United States govern- 
ment the sum of $40,000,000, or any amount 
approaching that, to pay the Cuban army. 
Consequently it will rest with the army to 
disband or to continue to hold together until 
the sum of $3,000,000, which has heretofore 
been regarded trivial, is received. 

The expectation is that the Cubans will 
accept the situation after complaining a lit- 
tle or a good deal and then disintegrate. 


Lee Proposes Reforms. 


Major General Lee proposes to recommend 
to Washington as one step in hastening 
pacification and the restoration of order in 
the province the formation of a regiment 
of 1,000 picked Cuban soldiers to be used as 
a provincial constabulary. 

As a Second step he will recommend the es- 
tablishment by the military government of 
banks that would loan at a moderate rate of 
interest on land security, so as to enable 
land owners, for themselves or their tenants, 
to get a yoke of oxen, twenty chickens, a 
couple of pigs, and about 50 cents a day 
until a crop could. be raised. 


Slimy Beef for Troops. 

It is reported that a quantity of dressed 
beef brought here by the United States 
traneport Michigan and hung up on the 
docks last night was found in a slimy condi- 
tion this morning. It is also reported a 
quantity of canned beef which has been is- 
sued to Cuban sufferers was canned for the 
Japanese army in the Japan-China war.

Spanish People Are Now Learning the 
Details of Some of the Battles 
of the War. 


Madrid, Jan. 27.—The developments in the 
court-martial of General Jaudenes, who sur- 
rendered the Spanish forces at Manila, and 
similar court-martials are arpusing intense 
interest and heated controversies here. The 
publication of the proceedings in regard to 
the destruction of the Spanish fleet is ex- 
pected to cause a sensation, owing to fresh 
particulars which are alleged to be forth- 
coming. Not only the Spanish officers, but 
all the sailors will be cited as witnesses. 


Quesada’s Mission to Gomes. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—Sefior Que- 
sada, who throughout the late war and be- 
fore was one of the diplomatic representa- 
tives of the Cuban Junta in Washington, 
left Washington tonight on a special mis- 
sion for Cuba. He will go first to Havana, 
and then proceed with all dispatch to join 
General Gomez as soon ashe can locate that 
officer. Sefior Quesada is acting directly in 
this mission under the instructions of Pres- 
ident Palma of the junta, and while it is 
not deemed expedient at this moment to say 
more of the nature of the mission with which 
he is charged, it is known that the officials 
here feel the utmost confidence that results 
beneficial to Cuba and satisfactory to the 
United States government are likely to fol- 
low. 


Infiuence of Climate on Troops. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg has made public the feport of 
Lieutenant Colonel O'Reilly, Chief Sur- 
geon Department of Cuba, relative to the 
method of caring for troops in the tropics. 
As a result Dr. O'Reilly ommends that 
troops intended for Cuba service should 
be recruited in the South and colored, 
with white officers, to a great extent. They 
should be sent during November, after the 
rainy season. No improvement is needed 
in the ration, and night service should be 
avoided. 


New Steamship line to Havana. 
Louisville, Ky., Jan. 27.—[Special./—The 
Louisville and Nashville railroad company 
announces today the inauguration of a 
steamship line from Pensacola, Fla., to 
Havana. For the present the service will 

be fortnightly and will begin on Feb. 12.

Filipinos He Will 
N ot Fight Unless Com- 
pelled To. 


PUZZLE TO THE CABINET. 


Aguinaldo’s Agent Causes Much 
Irritation in Administra- 
tion Cireles. 


OTIS IS STILL CONFIDENT. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—Agoncillo, the 
representative of Aguinaldo, authorized the 
following statement today concerning a pub- 


cepted dispatches from him to Aguinaldo 
in which he advised that the Filipinos would 
have to fight for their independence and 
that now was the time to act: 

“The statement is absolutely false and 
is calculated to excite feeling and animosity 
in this country and to prejudice the Philip- 
pine cause. No such telegram has ever been 
sent by me, and for that reason no such tele- | 
gram could have been intercepted. The fal- 
sity of the statement is shown by the fact 
that I have cabled my government to con- 
tinue the same friendship which was born on 
the battlefield against Spain. The Philip- 
pine people have no wish and no purpose to 
fight against the Americans unless they are 
driven to it. Their only desire is to strength-. 
en the bonds now existing.“ 

Other members of the Filipino Junta who 
were present when Agoncillo made his state- 
ment concurred in and emphasized his 
declaration voldawes of Fupture, had been 
toward an avoi ofa rupture. 

In other quarters It-Was stated that Agon- 
cillo had sent dispatches from time to time, 
three rather long ones going within the last 
few days. ‘ 

According to the Filipinos nothing tha 
has been sent advised fighting, but every- 
thing has counseled continued friendship. 

Agoncillo said he had nothing to make 
public as to communications to or from 
Aguinaldo. He expressed the positive opin- 
ion, however, that the cable report that the 
Filipino Congress had authorized a declara- 
tion of war was not correct, as he says the 
Filipino people do not want a conflict with 
the Americans and will do everything pos- 
sible to avoid ‘it. | 

Cabinet Ignores Filipinos. 

The Cabinet session today, while lasting 
almost two hours, was uneventful and prac- 
tically no attention was paid to the Philip- 
pine question. There were no official ad- 
vices presented from either the Philippine 
Islands or Samoa, although Secretary Long 
announced the early rture of the Phila- 
delphia . San direct for 
Samoa. 

The officials at the State department are 
mute respecting the treatment to be ac- 
corded Agoncilio, the representative here of 
Aguinaldo, although it is known that he 
has been held under surveillance ever since 
his arrival in this city. 

The publication two days ago of what 
proved to be a good abstract, with exact 
quotations, of the letter left the day pre- 
ceding the publication by -Agoncillo’s sec- 
retary at the State department is resented 
as a notable breach of official decorum. The 
first inclination of the officials after this 
publication was to get rid of Agoncillo, but 
officials were loath to take any action in 
advance of the Senate passing upon the 
pending peace treaty. * 5

Over the Philippines. 


New York, Jan. 27.—Dr. Lyman Abbott ad- 
dressed a joint meeting of the Post-Graduate 
club of Columbia and the Woman's Post- 
Graduate club of Columbia in Barnard Col- 
lege hall last night. 

Dr. Abbott during his lecture made it clear 
to his listeners that he thought it cowardice 
to destroy the government of any country 
and then sail away and leave the country to 
its own resources. He expressed the opinion 
that the United States should exercise a pro- 
tectorate over its newly acquired territory 
until the people have been educated to a con- 
dition where they are able to govern them- 
selves. He said further: 

„1 have no fear of imperialism. I think 
we ought to exercise a protectorate over 
Cuba and the Philippines. Weoughttosay , 
to the people that we wl protect them from 
internal strife and from outside attack. 

„ How can we escape the responsibility? 
We can Show them that we can give them a 
better government than they had.

At a White House reception she met 
Stephen A. Douglas of Illinois, whose pros- 
pects then were of the most brilliant 
kind. Their marriage followed, with a 
display unusual for the time, and when 
the Little Giant” made his campaign 
for the Presidency the wit and beauty 
of his wife was a notable feature of his 
progress throughout the country. 

She shared in the sorrow over the wreck 
of his political ambition, and there are still 
those in Chicago who remember her at the 
old Douglas home on the lake shore, at the 
head of Thirty-fifth street, where the tall 
monument now stands. After the death of 
her husband, and during the trying times of 
the war, when a camp for Confederate pris- 
oners was located across Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, Opposite the old home, Mrs. Douglas 
retired from society. 

After a period of the deepest mourning she 


became the bride of General Robert Will- 


iams, a brilliant soldier, who was subse- 


|} Quently stationed at Chicago as Assistant 


Adjutant General, and later came to Wash- 
ington as chief of that bureau. 


Beginning and the End. 
Thus Mrs. Williams closed her career here 
in Washington, where it had begun, 
with her soldier-husband, and their six 
children, her character as wife and mother 


was as marked as the successes of her early 


social career. 

Her great beauty has been preserved for 
the church of which she was a devoted 
member. Above the altar of St. Aloysius’ 


Church is a picture ronresenting the first . 


communion of the patron saint of the 
church, with Mrs. Williams posing for the 
saint’s mother. 


For a number of years Mrs. Williams had 


been frail in health, but recovered suf- 
ficiently to take an active part in the mar- 
riage of her eldest daughter some time ago, 
and hence the announcement of her death 
is a shock to her wide circle of friends. 

General Williams was a Virginian who 
remained faithful to the union in war. Mra 
Williams lived to see her second husband 
retired as Adjutant General in 1898, since 
which time they have lived a quiet home 
life in the army and religious circles of 
Washington. 


Mrs. Rose Adele Cutts Douglas, or, as she 


was better known in later life, Mrs. Adele 
Cutts Williams, wife of General Williams 
of Washington, had many acquaintances in 
Chicago. As the wife of Stephen A. Douglas 
and his companion in his great Presidential 
campaign and tour over the country, she 
met thousands of people who still hold in 
memory the picture of the beautiful woman 
who gave to Mr. Douglas her sympathy 


and aid in his exciting struggle against 


Lincoln. 

After the death of Senator Douglas and 
her subsequent marriage to General Will- 
iams, she resided in Chicago for several 
years, General Williams being attached to 


the department of the regular army having. 


its headquarters in Chicago. 

Mrs. illiams was the daughter of James 
Madison Cutts, who was second Controller 
of the Treasury duri the civil war, and 
died in 1863 from the effects of the exhaust- 
ing labors of his position. Her grandfather 
married Anna Payne, the younger sister of 
Dolly Madison. Senator Douglas’ first wife 
died on Jan. 23, 1853, and four years later 
he married Miss Cutts, who was then 19 
years old. 

A writer in the Midland Monthly says of 
Mrs. Williams when she was married to 
Senator Douglas: 

She was tall and superbly formed, with large, 
expressive dark eyes, rose tinted cheeks, and 
abundant golden brown hair. People turned to 


lock after her as she passed, but she had little 
conscious of the admira- 


vanity and never seemed 
tion which she excited. 

Ms. Douglas took his bride to a big brick 
house, which stood on a wedge-shaped piece 
of ground at Washington and New Jersey 
avenues and First street. Later Mr. Doug- 
las built a more spacious home at I and Sec- 
ond streets. 


With Douglas at Death. 
Mrs. Douglas was with her husband at the 
time of his death at the Tremont House on 
June 8, 1861, and it was she who gave to the 
country the famous dying message of the 
statesman. His two sons, Robert Martin 
Douglas and Stephen A. Douglas Jr., were 
in Washington, and Mrs. Douglas, leaning 
ever her husband; asked him if he had any 
parting word for his children. Bracing him- 
self up for a-final effort, the “ Little te 
whispered: 
Tell them to support the constitution and 
obey the laws of their country.” 

These were his last words. 

“I am deeply, pained to hear ofthe death 
of Mrs. Williams,”’ said her first husband's 
son, Stephen A. Douglas last night. “I was 
6 years old when my father married her. I

SAVE TWO PERSONS FROM FIRE. 


‘Policemen Heilman and Curtin Rescue 


Mrs. W. W. Tobey and Her Father 
From Blazing Flat. 


Mrs. W. W. Tobey and her father, A. J. 
Waterbury, 86 years old, were rescued from 


the fourth floor of a burning flat building at 


3129-31 Groveland avenue last evening 
through the bravery of Policemen Fred Hell- 
man and Thomas Curtin of the Stanton 
Avenue Station. Mrs. Tobey had remained 
in the building to assist her aged father, 


who was confined to his bed. They be- 


came confused in the dense smoke and prob- 
ably would have been overcome had it not 
policemen.

The building! in which the fire started is 
a four-story structure.

Although the 
flames were confined to the first and sec- 
ond floors of the building, the smoke was 
dense and penetrated to every portion of the 
structure. 

Considerable excitement was caused among 
the occupants of the building and adjoining 
structures and all left their dwellings, tear- 
ing a disastrous fire. 

The building is known as the Westchester 
flats, and was damaged $1,000. Thecontents 
of the first flat were damaged $500.

SUICIDE FOLLOWS A WEDDING. 


St. Louis Man Leaves Note to Chicago

days married, committed suicide this fore- 


noon by cutting his throat with a pocket- |} 


knife and plunging head foremost from a 
rear window in the sixth story of the Gauss- 
Shelton Hat company bullding, Ninth and 
St. Charles streets. The leap to death was 
witnessed by scores of pedestrians in the 
street below. 

Brown was employed as a glove cutter 
in the manufacturing . on the 
sixth floor.

Under the counter in the room are eight 
small bins, used for odds and ends. In one 
of these Brown crawled and cut his throat. 

He waited a few moments for death, and 
finding that the result was uncertain opened 
the small door and running across the ma- 
chine-room, which was filled with fellow- 
workmen, plunged from the window. Sev- 
eral of the women employés fainted from 
fright. 

For several months Brown had been cor- 
responding with Mamfe Wulfért, who was 
employed in a Chicago glove factory, and 
finally, two days ago, she came here.and they 
were wedded. i

DEATH. OF SIMON POKAGON 


AGED CHIEF oF THE POTTAWATO- 
MIB INDIANS PASSES AWAY. 


Was One of the 


im 1833 Which Gave Chicago to the 
Possession of the White Man—For 


Years His Tribe Claimed Owner-- 


g ship to Large Blocks of Property in 
‘This City—One of ‘the Picturesque 
Figures of the Northwest. 


Benton Harbor, Mich., Jan. 27 —[Special.] 
— The death of Simon 55 took place 
this morning at his home north of Benton 
Harbor, after many weeks of intense suffer - 
ing. Pokagon was given up to die two 
months ago and for weeks the faithful ones 
of his tribe have sacrificed fuel and neces- 
sary home supplies that the last days of 
their chief might be spent in comfort. 

Simon Pokagon was christened at Bert- 
rand, Van Buren County, Mich., in 1829. 
About twenty-two years ago he was made 
chief of the tribe of the Pottawatomie In- 
dians, after his two elder brothers, Peter 
and Francis, had held like positions and been 
welcomed home to their happy hunting 
grounds. 

It was Leopold Pokagon who, in , 
signed the treaty made by the Indians 
whereby Chicago came in possession of the 
white man. In question over some legal 
point in this treaty this tribe became great- 
ly worked up eighteen months ago, believing 
there was in the heart of Chicago property 
which could be proven was their own. 
Pokagon made frequent trips to Chicago, 
hired a special lawyer to look into the mat- 
ter, but just before his death he became 
conyinced there was nothing in it. 
| Cash from Uncle Sam. 

Uef Pokagon spent many of the best 

of his life in trying to collect from the 
government thé Pottawatomie claim of 
over $100,000, and two years ago the claim 
was paid. It was Pokagon’s wish that he 
would, live to see his people receive this 
money, and in this he was gratified. 

Pokagon died in poverty. Pokagon has 
written a number of articles, which have 
appeared in Eastern magazines; in fact, he 
has appeared in a number of instances on 
the stage. 

The attention given the chief at the 
World's Fair in 1893 would have turned 
many a white man’s head, but Pokagon re- 
turned to his people with an idea that his 
tribe might yet be made better. When the 
government turned over the immense 
amount of money to the tribe two years 
ago the chief called his men together and 
tried to instill in their minds the necessity 
of building homes and raising crops. The 
carelessness of the red man, his love for 
firewater, and the craze to excel his neigh- 
bor in speriding money for worthless things 
soon used up each man’s share and made 
fat many a white man’s purse. 

After the $100,000 that came from the gov- 
ernment was expended the tribe, which 
now scattered through the southwestern 
part of Michigan, became careless in their 
habits, and in more cases than one threat- 
ened to leawe the chief in his loneliness. 


Helped by Citizens. 

When it was found that little or perhaps no 
money could be obtained from the Chicago 
property in question the Indian's blood be- 
came more uneasy and for a year preceding 
the chief’s death it was said a week never 
22 but what some family sought his door 


to complain. 

For the last year the citizens near and far 
from the chief’s home have sent through re- 
liable parties money to the old man. 

Pokagon has but one son, Charles, who 
aspires to rank first with the tribe. His wife 
is but 50 years of age, and from her appear- 
ance has shared but little of the old chief- 
tain’s troubles. 

The chief in his life made frequent trips to 
the government schools at Lawrence, Kas., 
and through his efforts secured admittance 


| for many of the children of the Pottawato- 


mie tribe. Some of the graduates from 


this school give the chief the credit of their. 


education. 

It is conceded by the men of this city with 
whom the chief has transacted business for 
twenty-five years that had he been given the 
advantages of the race that imposed upon 
him he would have been a leader among the 
bright intellects of today. 

The chief, lke his forefathers, was ex- 
ceedingly fond of drink. It is said when 
traveling he never had a cent, but was never 
at a loss for a friend to supply his needs.

He said that all he sought was to prevent that it would seriously interfere with the 
floating of the company’s bonds and the 
general financing of the enterprise. No one 
could tell who would ke Mayor fifteen years 
from now or what kind of a man he would 
be, and such an uncertainty in the ordinance 
would practically stop all sales of the com- 
pany’s securities. 

To this the Mayor made ne reply and 
the conference adjourned, to be continued 
next Monday. 

Later the Mayor said he simply had 
’ listened to what Mr. Aldrich had to say, but 
would be unable to announce his own de- 
cision until Monday. He said, however, he 
thought the ordinance was perhaps a little 
too hard on the company in the amount 
of territory in which it was obliged to bury 
its wires, some of it not being built up at 
all.

Threatens to Cut Irwin’s Pay. 

Interest in the fight between President 
Irwin and members of the County board 
over the salary item in the budget was re- 
vived by the announcement that the major- 
ity would attempt to reduce President Ir- 
win’s salary in the event of his using his 
veto.

cago and was identified. The scars and | 


marks on the body of the prisoner tallied 
with those on Snakes,“ and Chief Kipley 
and Captain Coljeran had made arrange- 
ments to send two detectives to New Or- 
my to bring the prisoner to Chicago for

Then the photograph was sent to George 
Porteous, superintendent of the National Bu- 
reau of Identification. He compared it with 
the photograph of Nixon on file in the bu- 
reau, and the resemblance was striking. 
but before identifying the man Superintend- 
ent Porteous insisted on having his measure- 
ments taken by the Bertillon system. Yes- 
terday the Chief of Police at New Orleans 
was telegraphed to have the prisoner meas- 
ured.

Chief Kipley declared yesterday he would 
stop the efforts of the young hoodlums 
who have been trying to start another reign 
of holdups. The Chief had a long consulta- 
tion with Captain Colleran of Detective head- 
quarters, and plans were adopted for the sup- 
pression of new gangs of robbers. 

“The Police department cannot make a 
move until a crime has been committed,“ 
said the Chief. 80 far we have caught 
every one of these gang3, and in the end we 
will capture every crowd which tries to live 
by this kind of robbery. They may go along 
for a little time, but before long there is a 
shooting, somebody gets hurt, and that is 
the end of the s career. We are doing 
the best fo protect our citizens, and Chicago 
is faring no worse than adjoining cities. I 
have issued orders to arrest all suspicious 
characters. Criminals from all over the 
country come to Chicago. if they can't get 
work they enter on the career of criminals. 
We will make a ‘ round-up’ to see whom we 
have on hand. It is necessary to do this to 
get on’ to the new people in town.“ 

Supposed flat workers made a mistake in 
Hyde Park in the afternoon when they at- 
tempted to rob the Ingleside Apartment 
Buiiding, 607 Fifty-fifth street. Their mis- 
take was the means of landing one of them in 
the Hyde Park Police Station. At 2 o’clock 
two men entered the building and began ring- 
ing tube bells to find out if the occupants 
were in. | 

Policeman Patrick Stokes lives in one of 
the flats, and falled to answer immediately 
the ring at his bell.

The 
prices paid in the past, it is claimed, range 
from$75 toa week's work at nursing, and itis 
asserted some of the graduates ’’ have been 
unable, to sign their names, placing their 
marks on all necessary papers. 

These men, many of whom admit they nev- 
er the inside of a book on medicine, 
have been turned loose in droves to prac- 
tice medicine "' on the people. Many of them 
have gone to Michigan, choosing the smaller 
towns in which to operate. The laws of 
Michigan are lax in this matter, only re- 
quiring mes a physician must have a di- 
Ploma from a chartered institution. As 
the Independent Medical College is reputed 
to have eight charters, its “‘ graduates ”’ are 
free to ply their trade without molestation.

over the present cost of production to the 
trust. 
Memorial to Commiseioners. 

Newspaper publishers have become so 
much exercised over the situation, and the 
ability of the trust to dictate prices to them, 
that they have prepared a memorial, which 
hae been sent to the Joint High Commissiori- 
ers having the work in hand of preparing a 
reciprocal treaty between the United States 
and Canada. | 

The association has asked the American 
members ot the commission to advocate the 


inclusion of free paper and free pulp in the 


adjustmont of tariff relations with Canada. 
Under the present tariff printing paper, 
unsized, sized, or glued, suitable for books 
and newspapers, and valued at not more 
than two cents a pound, is charged a duty of 
three-tenths of a cent a pound, or $6 a ton. 
Wood pulp. mechanically ground, pays a 
duty of one-twelfth of a cent a pound, or 
$1.67 a ton. Under present conditions ‘the 
cost of transportation and the duty on paper 
shipped in from Canada are so heavy that it 
is impossible for the Canadian mills to com- 
pete with the mills of the trust. 
With the duty taken off paper it is believed 
by the newspaper publishers that it would 


have the effect of keeping down prices to 


something like their old standard, and pre- 

venting the trust from obtaining an abso- 
lute monopoly of the paper trade in the 

United States. For this reason the memorial 

was prepared, and it has been sent out to all 

the newspapers in the country, and an at- 

tempt has been made to interest the Ameri- 

can members of the Joint High commission 

in the matter. 

In this memorial the fact is pointed out 
that, during the year ending June 30, 1898, 
there were imported 29.846 tons of pulp 
wood, the value of which was $601.642, while 
for the preceding year there were 41,707 tons 
imported, valued at $800,886. 

The entire revenue received from the im- 
portation of mechanically ground wood pulp 
dumng the fiscal year ending June 30 was 
$41,842. No newspaper was imported dur- 
ing the year, but, on the other hand, tho 
paper trust exported to European countries 
and to Australia, China, and Japan, 53,718 
tons of printing paper, news and book, the 
value of which was $2,702,351, an average of 
more than 1,000 tons a week. 
| The memorial shows that the taking off of 
the duty on wood paper and wood pulp would 
result in no loss of any moment to govern- 
ment revenues, and, at the same time, it 
would give to the publishers a possible com- 
petition in the event of the trust putting 
prices too high. 


Putting Up Prices. 

As it is now, the trust is, wherever pos- 
sible, putting up prices to the,highest figure 
that can be done with safety, without the 
Canadian mills being able to pay transporta- 
tion charges and the duty on the paper and 
compete with trust mills the United 
States market. * 

In view of the distance of the Canadian 
mills from the markets of the United States 
and the high cost for transportation charges, 


the Newspaper Publishers’ association holds 


the view that a tariff is nof necessary as a 
protection to the paper making industry in 
the United States. It holds that, with the 
tariff taken off entirely and with paper 
admitted free of duty, the mills win stin 
be able to maintain prices up to a point 
where fair profits are assured, and paper 
manufacturers who are not interested in the 
trust admit that this is true. 

. The present tariff on paper is prohibitory, 
as is shown by the fact that none is brought 
in, notwithstanding the big increase in the 
demand for paper during the year 1898, and 
also the increase in the price at which the 


paper was sold to the consumers. 


The only argument that can be brought 
up in favor of retaining the present tariff 
is that it is necessary in order that the 
trust may continue to pay interest on its 
bond issue and dividends on its enormous 
issue of stock. : ‘ 

If the mills were capitalized at their pres- 
ent valuation this would not be necessary. 
When the trust was formed excessive ap- 
praisements were made as to the value of 
t property taken into combination. It 
v not necessary for up-to-date mills, 
which had ample water supply for the fur- 
nishing of power and wood lands near at 
hand, that a combination should be formed. 
It was for the protection of proprietors 
whose mills were in poor localities, on 
streams that were running dry, or mills 


“whose wood supply had practically become 


exhausted. 

Three things are needed to manufacture 
paper at a small cost. One is water power, 
another is wood lands well located, and 
the third is proximity to the sources of de- 
mand. 

As an example of the manner in which 
the trust was formed and the prices paid 
for property taken in, there are cited the 
cases of five of the twenty-four mills—the 
Niagara, Rumford, Fall Mountain, Mon- 
tague, and Turners’ Falls mills, which ob- 
tained their power at a cost of $196,000 a 
year. 

The Haverhill and Herkimer mills are run 


dy steam, which makes the cost of pro- 
‘duction much heavier than where water 
power is used. Four of the mille owned 
no wood lands, and ten other mills were 
not supplied with sulphite auxiliaries for 
‘the manufacture of paper by chemical 


Supply in Trust Power. 
If there was an ample wood supply, with 


water power, in the United States the ques- 


tion of a paper trust would not be one of 
great importance. If there were plenty of 
fields for the establishing of new mills the 
trust could not hope to maintain prices above 
A normal figure for a period longer than that 
required for the building of new plants 

As it is, however, practically all the wood 
lands suitable for the paper-making indus- 
try have either been denuded of their growth 
of trees or are controlled by the trust. Of 
the mills, however, which manufacture pa- 
per for the printing of newspapers there is 
only oma mill of real importance now out- 
side the combination. 

Bighty per cent of the entire product is 
manufactured by milis controlled by the In- 


‘ ¢ernational Paper company, and of the 20 per 


cent remaining one-third, or in the neighbor- 
hood of 7 per cent of the total news supply, 
is manufactured by three mills controlled by

If the game bill, fathered by Game Warden 
Loveday, copies of which were made public 
in Chicago yesterday, becomes a law, IIli- 
nois shooters of prairie chickens and part- 
ridges will put their shotguns on the shelves 


| for three years. 


The bill was introduced by Senator Begole 
on Jan. 19. That section which will cause 
the idleness of many breechloaders is: It 
shall be unlawful for any person for and 


during the term of three years from and 


after the passage of this act, to injure, take, 
kill, expose, or offer for sale, or have in his 
possession, except for bréeding purposes, 
any pinnated grouse or prairie chicken, any 
ruffed grouse or partridge that shall have 
been killed er taken in the State of IiMnois: 
but after the expiration of this act the above 
named birds may be killed with a shotgun, 
held at the shoulder, during the month of 
September only. Any person violating the 
provisions of the preceding section shall, on 
conviction, be fined not less than $25 nor 
more than $100, and shall stand committed 
to the County Jail until the fine is paid, not 
exceeding one day for each dollar of fine.” 


Grouse Are Becoming Extinct. 

Game Warden, Senator Begole, and others 
interested in the passage for the introduction 
of this particular section, say that prairie 
chickens and partridges are becoming ex- 
tinct and the shutting off for a time of the 
privilege of killing them wilt give the birds 
a chance to increase. Another provision of 
the bill protects all birds of the snipe and 
plover families during a portion of the spring 
and all summer both from shooting and sale. 
Heretofore these birds were entirely un- 
protected. Now Chicagoans will eat no 
— i any kind between April 15 and 

ept. 1. 

This bill contains a section recommended 
in part by the Chicago directors of the Audu- 
bon society. It protects all song and in- 
sectivorous birds. If this bill pass all the 
bird dealers in the State will be obliged to 
turn their native birds loose. The only birds 
left unprotected by this clause are the 
English sparrow, the crow, the crow black- 
bird, and the chicken hawk.“ Siew 

Would Stop Nest Robbing. 4 

The nest robbing by boys under 15 years 
of age will be stopped, and all persons over 
that age may collect birds and eggs for 
scientific purposes only. To do this a licenge | 
must be obtained, a certificate of character 
from two well-known scientific men be pre- 
gented, and a bond of $200 filed. Hereafter, 
if all goes well with the bill, the unauthor- 
ized person who robs a robin’s nest will pay 
$5 and spend ten days in jail. 

The measure provides for the creation of 
a State Board of Forestry and Pheasantry, 
to consist of seven members, five of whom 
are to be appointed by the Governor, the 
Governor himeelf, and the State Game Com- 
missioner, another created office, to be mem- 
bers ex-officio. It is proposed to buy or 
lease lands for a State game farm, where 
both native and foreign game birds are to 
be propagated. 

To provide a fund for the proper propage- 
tion of game, every Illinois hunter must 
hereafter take out a license to shoot and 
pay $1 for the privilege. Any non-resident 
of the State who wishes to go gunning in 
Illinois must pay $25 for a permit.

“The Federal Judiciary,”’ in the course of 
his remarks attacking the United States Su- 
preme Court for its decision declaring the 
income tax unconstitutional.

„ We have, then, the spectacle of five 
Judges, one of whom was in his dotage and 
wholly unfit to occupy a seat on the bench 
by reason of his years and failing mental 
powers, and another whose opinion changed 
between the first and second decision of the 
pending case, opposed by four of their as- 
sociates, nullifying an act of Congress and 
overriding the construction of the constitu- 
tion placed on it by nineteen of their prede- 
cessors, among whom was Justice Field, 
when possessed of the full strength and 
vigor of his powerful intellect. 

“ The effect of this decision is most potent 
and far-reaching. It denies Congress the 
power to place the public- burdens on the 
shoulders best able to bear them, and, in ef- 
fect, declares that under the constitution 
there can be no relief from the existing 


systems.”’

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STOPS FLAXSEED SPECULATION 


American Linseed Company Starts 
Buying in Country from First Hands 
Stock Items. 


— Üʃ—2u— 


The American Linseed company has com- 
pleted arrangements whereby the speculat- 
ive business in flaxseed on the Board of 
Trade will suffer considerable diminution, 
if it does not become practically eliminated, 
The company already has experienced buy- 
ers im the country, who are purchasing flax- 
seed from first hands in the regions where 
it is grown. The Am company plans 
hereafter to make chief use of the Board of 
Trade market only when prices there are 
depressed below the normal. On such oc- 
casions the company, with its large cash 
working capital, will be able to take ad- 
vantage of the situation, and lay in a store 
of cheap supplies. As the flaxseed area of 
the country is quite limited, it is antici- 
pated that this company will find it quite 
feasible to pursue the policy of neglecting 
the speculators and buying directly from 
the producers. Both the farmers who grow 
the flaxseed and the American Linseed com- 
pany, which manufactures linseed oil and 
oil cake from flaxseed, will thereby be di- 
rectly benefited, and it is likely that there 


will bo considerable less fluctuation in the Z 


prices of the flaxseed product than hitherto. 
An officer of the company said yesterday: 
„The old National Linseed Oil company fre- 
quently bought flaxseed in order to put up 
the price of flaxseed, like Mr. Leiter bought 
wheat to put up the price of wheat. The 
American Linseed company buys flaxseed 
to feed its crushers, and would rather get it 
cheap than dear. At the time we took over 
the plants of the different linseed companies 
we took over also their stocks of flaxseed, 
and we paid for them nearly $1,000,000 less

0 UNIFORMS FOR POSTAL CLERKS. 
= The clerks of the Chicago Postoflice are 
to de congratulated upon victory 
1 against the ruling requiring them to wear 
livery or uniform. a 
4 is also to be congratulated upon the grace- 
ful way in which he has surrendered to 
public opinion and withdrawn his obnoxious 
order, The almost universal hostility with 
which the employes looked upon the 
measure was in itself a good and suſheient 
teason for abandoning the project. What- 
ever the benefits which Mr. Gordon expect- 
ed from the wearing of uniforms, he is 
right in concluding that they would be more 
than counterbalanced by the bad feeling 
which an enforcement of the order was 
certain to create. 

As Mr, Gordon does not intend to bring 
the question up again until the employes 
and the public have been educated up to 
see the merits of the idea, it is not likely 
that we shall hear anything more of the 
uniform proposition while he holds the 
once. The popular dislike of that sort 
of thing is too strong to change soon. 
No matter how plain, modest, and prac- 
tical the uniform dress may be, the en- 
forced wearing of it ts always more or 
less of a hardship to persons on moderate 
salaries, In the case of the mail carriers, 
who must have something to distinguish 
them from impostors on the streets, a uni- 
form is more or less of a necessity; but 
im the case of the clerks in the Postoffice 
no such necessity exists. Postmaster Gor- 
don’s wish to dignify and improve the serv- 
ise is worthy of all commendation, but 
it is doubtful whether the wearing of the 
game pattern of clothes has much effect 
ip creating an esprit de corps. Certainly 
if the clothes were looked upon as a com- 
mon badge of oppression they would not 
be conducive of any useful spirit of loyalty 
to the service.

AE PERILS OF STOCK GAMBLING. 
The transactions on the New York Stock 


Exchange last Tuesday were the largest 


ever recorded there. The humber of shares 
dealt in was 1,620,612. The total of bonds 
was $9,046,600. There was a slight mo- 
mentary reaction, but the dealings of 
Thursday amounted to a million and a half 
shares, and the bond sales were $7,400,000. 
Thursday was the second best day in the 
annals of the exchange, to use the language 
of those who look with pleasure on an in- 
crease’ in speculative, gambling dealings. 
For this stock exchange-business is only, to 
a limited degree, an honest bona fide pur- 
chase of securities for purposes of invest- 
ment. Most of the transactions are “ mar- 
gin” trades. They are bets that certain 


securities will rise or fall. 


Thus far those who have been betting that 
securities would advance have had the best 
of it, and have made a great deal of money 
at the expense of those who bet on the other 
side. It was stated in Tun TrisuNE last 
week that the difference between the lower 
and higher quotations of the securities of 
twenty-three railroads amounted to 406 mil- 
lions of dollars, and that this seeming ad- 
vance in values has taken place within a 
comparatively short time. In a little over a 
month, for instance, the much-watered 
stock of the Central Pacific has gone up 
from 12 cents to 48½ cents, yet there has 
been only a slight increase in the earnings 
of the road. | : | 

The railroads are doing more business 
than they did a year ago. There has been 


a gain in the net earnings of many of them. 


There has been no gain, however, sufficient 
to make the twenty-three roads in question 
worth 406 millions more than they were a 
short time ago. This stock-board gain in 
values is a fictitious one. It is due to wild 
speculation, and when the reaction does 
come and the bubble bursts hundreds of 
millions of seeming values will melt out of 
sight in a day. < 

The present speculative fever is sure to 
be followed by a chill, as in 1836-37, 1857, 
1873, and 1893, and when the evil day 
comes, as it may this year or next, if the 
speculators go on in their mad career, the 
men who are on the wrong side in the stock 
market wiil not be the only sufferers. If 
they were few would care. Few have any 
sympathy for the unlucky speculator whose 
margins are swept away. They are shorn 
lambs, who need not ask for pity. 

When the grand smash comes, with its 
total shrinkage in values of billions of dol- 
lars, it will extend to the trusts whose se- 
curities are dealt in so largely in Wall 
street. Hundreds of these monopolistic en- 
terprises have been organized under the 
rotten corporation laws of New Jersey, just 
across the river from Wall street. The ob- 
ject of these organizations is to force up the 
prices of the commodities they control, so 


‘as to skin consumers, and impart an ar- 


tificial value to the tens of millions of 
watered stock issued by them and placed on 
the market. 


But high prices at home are a check on 


exports and an incentive to imports. It be- 
comes cheaper to buy abroad than at home. 
Then the balance of trade turns against 
the United States. Then the gold is swept 
out of the country. The conservative busi- 
ness-men begin to get nervous as they see 
the process going on. The consumption of 
American-made goods. decreases. If the 
trusts lower prices then their watered secur- 
ities lose their artificial yalue, and there is 
a panic on the stock board. 7 3 

When the panic comes, manufacturers of 
all kinds, being unable to sell their goods, 
will have to close their factories unless 
their employés will work for lower wages. 
The men will not want to do that. Then 
there will be lockouts and strikes; ending in 
riots. The growth of anarchistic senti- 
ments will be encouraged. New Debses 
will arise and have to be put down. 

Inordinate, unlimited margin stock 
gambling, and the multiplication of gigan- 
tic, predatory speculative trusts, such as is 
going on now, can have but one outcome. 
That will be a panic more severe propor- 
tionately than that of 1836-87. So wise 
men, who are not altogether ignorant of the 
disasters which the speculative mania has 
brought on this country in the past, should 
keep their sails trimmed and not sail too 
far from shere. They should not embark 
in venturesome enterprises and should seek 
not to be influenced by that craze to get 
rich at once which takes hold of so many 
who witness the sudden gains of specu- 
lators. 

Wealth thus gained is demoralizing. It 
leads to extravagant living, and when that 
wealth is swept away by reverses the men 
who have lost it, whether the amount be 
large or small, become unfitted for steady, 
honest work. As for the men who acquire 
great wealth by speculative transactions 
and keep it, their highest ambition is to 
rush over to Europe to enjoy life and buy for 
their daughters titled husbands, who make 
those daughters’ lives wretched till they are 
freed by death or divorce. 8

SECRETARY ALGER’S REVELATION. 


The exasperating confusion and delay 


that attended.the mobilizing of the army 
and the departure from Tampa tre gradu- 
ally becoming a little more comm 2hensible, 


though not more creditable than before. 


The erratic temper of Commissary General 
Eagan throws some light upon the matter, 
but perhaps Secretary Alger’s amazing 
revelation also explains in part why Gen- 
eral Eagan is overworked and nervous to 
the point of irresponsibility. Certainly the 
Secretary’s statement—that no money was 
spent for the army out of the $50,000,000 
emergency fund until after the declaration 
of war—explains a great many things that 
were in sore need of explanation. Unfortu- 
nately the fact itself needs a better ex- 
planation than any yet offered by the Secre- 
tary of War. 

The general supposition was that a large 
portion of the $50,000,000 intrusted to the 
President on March 8 for war emergency 
purposes was spent at once in putting the 
army into fighting trim. A certain and suf- 
ficiently liberal share of it was admittedly 
put at the disposal of the War department, 
as well as of the Navy department. Yet, 
while Assistant Secretary Roosevelt was 
rapidly and energetically getting the navy 


into a condition for business, Secretary Al- 


ger and his department confessedly did 
nothing except to strengthen the coast de- 
fenses. During the forty-eight days inter- 
vening between the Congressional appro- 
priation and the declaration of war nothing 
was done toward getting the army ready 
or providing in any way against the con- 
tingency of its being called out. 

It is not enough to say that President 
McKinley hoped to avert war until the 
last moment. The Navy department did 
not allow that fact to keep it from active 
and thorough preparations. The War de- 
partment itself did not allow the peace 
sentiments of the administration to deter 
it from spending some of the $50,000,000 
upon coast defenses. That was a good 
investment of money, for no man could 
tell at that time whether Spain’s vaunted 
navy would prove a scourge or a farce. Be- 
sides, we still have the coast batteries and 
fortifications—ready for the next hostile 
fleet. But if Secretary Alger believed in 
the probability of war to the extent of 
strengthening the coast fortifications why 
should he have acted on the assumption 
that the army was going to stay in its home 
barracks? If our coast line was liable to 
attack, then preparations should have been 
made for concentrating the regular army, 
at least, along the threatened frontier. _ 

Secretary Alger should have explained 
further, It; looks like a grave error. of 
judgment on his part. At any rate the 
failure to do anything for the equipment 
of the army during that period of a month 
and a half will account for most of the con- 


fusion and chaos that accompanied the 


mobilizing of the troops. If the provisions 


and equipment and transportation for the 
full force of the regular army had been 


arranged beforehand there would have been 
little cause for crowding, delay, and con- 
fusion when it became necessary to get 
the volunteers to the seaboard camps, 
Money spent on the regulars in this way 


would not have been misspent or wasted, 


even if there had been no war. The failure 
to use it promptly was the chief cause of 
the shameful chaos that reigned for a time

Democrats Can Only Create Dangerous 


Complications, Not Defeat Expan- 
sion by Their Present Attitude. 


The present attitude of the Democrats in 
the Senate is bringing grief to their judicious 
friends. They delude themselves with the 
false idea that, in antagonizing the treaty 
of Paris, they are making a wise and noble 
protest against expansion. They harbor the 
pernicious fallacy that the defeat of that 


treaty will sound the death knell of terri- 


torial acquisition. They prate of Washing- 
ton and Jefferson, and brandish the constitu- 
tion as a baby does its toy, and smugly tell 
themselves that they are vingicating the 
fathers and covering their party with re- 
nown. 

How rational men can hug a blunder so pre- 
posterous and so transparent is beyond the 
reach of our imagination. As we see the 
matter, the Democrats cannot possibly de- 
feat expansion by setting aside the treaty 
either temporarily or for all time to come. 
They can precipitate a thousand complſca- 
tions, perhaps—complications with the Fill- 
pinos and, ex necessitate, with the Germans. 
They can set in motiona series of calamities 
which will involve us in a costly and pro- 
tracted war. But the one way to attack ex- 
pansion is to get it into Congress by ratifying 
the treaty, and so taking the matter out of 
the President's hands. As things are the 
President has absolute power. So long as 
the treaty of peace continues in abeyance, 
we are constructively at war. Congress de- 
clared war, and until Congress ends it by rat- 
ifying a treaty of peace, the Executive re- 
mains in unlimited control. 

It seems. to us that the Democrats are 
pursuing a most shortsighted and perilous 
policy in this regard. Putting the question 
on the narrowest and lowest ground, they 
public estimation 
and impairing the party's prospects for.1900. 
If this delay should produce the results to be 
expected, in an equation made up of such 
factors as Aguinaldo and the Filipinos, the 
Democrats will be held responsible before 
the tribunal of enlightened public sentiment. 
Not only that, but the final consequence 
would be the permanent annexation of the 
islands, no matter at what cost, and the 
Democratic party would then be in the 
ridiculous predicament of having contrived 
the consummation it had set out to prevent. 

We cannot rid ourselves of the Philippines 
—or, for that matter, of war either—by hold- 
ing the treaty of Paris in suspense. If the 
American people, acting in the light.of their 
conscience and their judgment, would with- 
draw from the Asiatic problem, they can do 


so only by first having the treaty ratified . 


and then asserting that decision through the 
meaium of thei representatives in Con- 
gress, The Senate Democrats, therefore, 
can acquire nothing more than the country's 
condemnation and their cwn confusion by 
obstructing this solution of the difficulty. 
If public sentiment approves the rejection 
of the Philippines, the Democrats will earn 
gratitude and honor by giving public senti- 
ment the opportunity to declare itself. If, 
on the other hand, the people are in favor of 
territorial and commercial expansion, those 
Democrats can only make crap get obnox- 
ious by standing in the peoples way. 
Gauge! Grant once said, in his grim, sat- 
urnine fashion, that the Democratic party 
could always be trusted to do the wrong 
thing at the critfcal moment, He seems in

The International Paper company is a 


| New ‘York corporation, and its charter is 


one of the most liberal ones ever granted 
to à trust. The company is not only em- 
powered to manufacture paper, but to mine 
Woke sulphur, coal, and any fibrous min- 
vals and materials, to purchase, lease, or 
otherwise acquire wood lands, to sell the 
surplus product of such wood lands, to pur- 
chase patents, rights, and inventions, and 
to purchase, build, rent, or sell dwellings, 
to own and carry on stores for the sale of 
merchandise, and to purchase, sell, or lease 
real or personal property in New York or 
elsewhere im the United States and Canada. 

It is doubtful if there was ever a charter 
granted to a corporation more liberal than 
that granted to the International Paper 
company. As will be seen by the state- 
ments made regarding its charter, it can go 
into practically any business it pleases, and 
carry it on under the terms of its charter 
as @ paper manufacturing concern. 

The following paragraph in its charter 
gives an idea of the scope of the business 
which may be conducted under the chafter: 


Rights Charter Grants. 

“2. The purposes for which said corpora- 
tion is formed are to maintain, conduct, and

sulting therefrom; to purchase, acquire, 
build, own, and rent or sell dwellings; to 
establish, own, and carry on stores for the 


hold, sell, and convey in the State of New 
York and elsewhere in the United States 
and Canada, or elsewhere, such real and per- 
sonal estate and property as may be neces- 
sary or proper for the business or purposes 
of the corporation; and generally to do any 
and all things which may be necessary or 
proper in connection with the said business, 
and which may not be contrary to law.

Later he was with Dr. H. C. Jones, and final- 
ly opened offices alone. 

He did a business of about $25,000 a year, 
and had his life insured for $70,000.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1809, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | 
From Vienna I hear that the court painter, 
Horowitz, has just finished his portrait of 
Empress Elizabeth ordered by the Emperor. 
The artist saw her only twice in his life, and 
shrank before the task. The Emperor, how- 
ever, promised that he should have all the 
help that could be obtained, and with this ob- 
ject Francis Joseph caused circular letters 
to be sent to many of the Austrian Envoys 
and Consuls abroad asking for the loan 
of any snapshot photographs taken of the 
Empress during her constant foreign travels. 
Quite a number of these photographs 
reached the Austrian court in response to 
this appeal, and it is asserted that the paint- 
er has been considerably aided in his task 
by some excellent pictures of the Empress 
which were obtained from the United States. 
The Emperor and his daughters constantly 
visited the artist, who had a studio specially 
prepared for him at the palace, and the 
Countess Sztaray, Baron Noposa, and other 
members of the household of the Empress 
also gave him the benefit of their advice. 
One of her Majesty's dressers instructed him 
as to the peculiarity of her attire, and an- 
other as to the arrangement of her hair. 
The painting represents the Empress at 


her fine head, with its wealth of chestnut 
brown hair, shows uncovered against a blue 
Sky such as she loved. Her dress is black, and 
she holds a fan in one hand, upon which the 
other lies lightly. The face is steeped in 
melancholy and a sad smile hovers around 
her mouth, while her eyes appear to have an 
inspired and pogtical expression. 

It may be remembered that it was this 
same painter to whom the Emperor intrusted 
the task of painting an equestrian portrait 
of Crown Prince Rudolph after his tragic 
death at Meyerling. In order to assist the 
painter in his task the Emperor caused him 
to be provided with some of the uniforms of 
the Prince, and it was in the pockét of one 
of these that the painter discovered that let- 
ter of the Empress’ niece to Countess La- 
risch which divulged for the first time the 
part the Countess had played in the tragedy 
and resulted in her exile. For the painter, 
as soon as he found the letter, at once placed 
it in the hands of the Emperor.

for more than ever, but escaped through 


being out of town; President John H. Wreng 
was pursued even to the privacy of his 
broker’s, office to be told not to pay out that 
$157. Large men armed with official doc. 
ments persistently ascended the stairs of 
the Caxton club seeking to keep that organ. 
ization from paying out the $157. 


Meantime the Caxton club is getting tired 


of the close embrace of the law. Secretary 
Eddy is striving to find some one who will 
accept the $157 and let the club alone with) 
its brochures and artistically bound volume 
Bach time he sees a constable on the street 
he instinctively reaches for his pocket wit} 
a frantic desire to pay somebody $157. 


The end is not yet, and every few days 


some new creditor to the broken decorating 
company turns up with a new garnishee 
blue ink and red wax, and the end will ao 
come until the courts pass on the claims of 
the creditors.
